F a r m e r s S h o u ld fC eeo Accounts. 
Most farmers, however, seem to 
think it quite unnecessary and use­ 
less for them to keep accounts. They 
don’t like to bother with hooks, and 
have “no head for figuring.’ So, by a 
curious paradox, they try to keep 
their accounts in their heads. And a 
poor figure they somet hues cut when 
the end of the year comes, and people 
who do keep book accounts and know 
just, what tins farmer owes them pre­ 
sent their “little bills" for payment. 
Men who keep no accounts are often 
disagreeably surprised, when the day 
of reckoning conies, to find how much 
they owe. They have forgotten this 
and forgotten that, and surely there 
must be some mistake about the 
other. But they have no means of 
knowing, except through the medium 
of an often treacherous memory, just 
where t hey stand. 
Surely this is very absurd. A farm­ 
er 
should keep his 
accounts os 
systematically and accurately as any 
other businessman, lf a ir farmers 
did so, they would be far better off in 
the majority of cases because the 
keeping ol careful accounts 
would 
lead to the habit of accuracy and 
system in ail their operations, as well 
as enable them to know how they 
stood financially. 
It would not he 
advisable, iii most cases for a tanner 
to keep an elaborate set of hooks, 
That would take more time and de­ 
mand more skill than he usually has 
at command. Bookkeeping, as prac­ 
ticed in a great business house, is a 
science, demanding professional know­ 
ledge and training. On a very large 
farm, with varied industries and a 
large force of employes, such book­ 
keeping would he advisable. But the 
average farmer could get oil very well 
with a quite simple method and a 
single hook. 
’Hie first thing to do, in opening such 
a book, is to make out a complete in­ 
ventory of the farm, stock, tools,etc., 
with a fair valuation on each item. 
It is a good plan to do this with a 
good deal of detail, and, so far as the 
stock is concerned, at least, to keep 
an account with each. In addition to 
this, all that the farmer owes and all 
that is due him should he put down. 
The mere stating .of these items in 
black and white will often prove an 
“object lesson" of incalculable value. 
The inventory will he especially in. 
structive, if an urately made. 
A farmer who does this for the first 
time will no doubt be surprised— 
sometimes agreeably—at tile value of 
his possessions, sometimes disagree­ 
ably, at the number and size of his 
debts. But, it “bitter to the taste," 
such a revelation may be sweet to tile 
palate," if it lead to greater care in 
contracting obligations in tile future. 
For the rest there should lie un entry, 
either in parallel ledger-line columns 
on the same page, or on alternate 
pages, or, as some jieopie prefer to 
Keep so simple an account, in different 
parts of the book of every cash trans­ 
action, the income in one column, the 
outgo iii the other, the footings, care­ 
fully proved, of each page being carried 
to the next. 
At the end of the year, or of some 
shorter period, the difference between 
these two sides of the account will 
show the farmer whether he has been 
gaining or losing his cash transac­ 
tions, while the record pf property 
owned, fairly valued, and of good ac­ 
counts, less the notes given, if any, 
and other debts, will reveal the finan­ 
cial condition of the farmer to himself, 
as no “guess work" or head calcula­ 
tion can possibly do. 
But there are other accounts that 
that should he kept. At the beginning 
of Die year we urged our readers to 
keep an account with every cow on 
the farm, testing her milk record con­ 
stantly, in order to avert ain whether 
she is netting lier owner a gain or a 
loss. 
Extend the account taa ll the 
farm stock, and to each field or crop. 
so as to be able to striae a balance at 
any time and know whether to keep 
or sell the animal and whether thecrop : 
has paid. 
“ But all this will take a lot of 
time. Well, yes, it isopen to that oh- j 
jeetiou. But it may save a lot of ! 
trouble and loss—possibly bankrupt­ 
cy itself. It is worth devoting “a lot 
of time to labor that will keep one 
clear of debt, or help him to get out of 
it, and to learn how to make the most 
of his possessions.

Use o r th o Steam P lo w . 
It must not be thought that the ab­ 
sence of steam plows on American 
farms is any evidence of a want of en­ 
terprise on the part of the farmers. 
Thor® are many reasons why these 
labor-saving machines are not so wide­ 
ly used as they are in Europe. First, 
our lamia arc smaller, the owners are 
the farmers t h e m s e l v e s ami are rarely 
possessed of any more capital than is 
sufficient barely to stock the farms, 
while iu Europe the farms are much 
larger arid the owners are wealthy. 
Here our couutry roads entirely for­ 
bid the transport of the heavy ma­ 
chines and the bridges are too weak 
to hear the weight. If it had been 
otherwise, there might have been in­ 
stances where a steam-plowing outfit 
could have done good service, as is 
done elsewhere, by going from farm to 
farm, as tile thrashing machines do. 
Enterprise is not wanting, but op­ 
portunity. There are several of these 
machines at work in the South, and in 
one case the owner is a farmer who 
has no more than 300 acres of land. 
But he has a thrashing machine which 
employs an engine, and this he uses in 
the Spring for plowinghisown and the 
neighbors’ farms, This is an evidence 
that 
enterprise is nut altogether 
absent from the native Southerners, 
and shows to some extent the change 
that is taking place in the agriculture 
of tile South. In South Carolina, on 
one of the rice plantations near 
Georgetown, there is a steamplowing 
outfit at work which is furnished with 
electric lights, so that the work may 
go on continually night and day. 
Another ol the same kind is working 
in California, by which 160 acres are 
plowed in the twenty-four hours at a 
cost of only 12lj cents per acre. No 
doubt as such tacts become known 
there will be more of this profitable 
work done and the cost of the crops 
lessened. 


F a r m e r s S h o u ld U n d e r sta n d C h e m ­ 
is tr y . 
If there is one science more than an­ 
other of which the elements at least 
should he well understood by farmers, 
and especially by those who under­ 
take the instruction of farmers, it is 
chemistry. 
This science to 
those 
most important parts of farm work, 
the fertilizing of the soil and the feed­ 
ing of animals. And these cannot be 
undertaken with any degree of efficien­ 
cy without some knowledge of chemis­ 
try. And here is an instance of the 
truth in thiA. 
A writer and lecturer on dairy sub­ 
jects says the woody fibre of straw 
and cornstalks cannot be made food 
by any process. But by 
a 
very 
commonly-used 
process 
starch 
is 
made Iron) such woody fibre as saw­ 
dust, and the starch is then convert­ 
ed into sugar, of which 
a 
large 
quantity is put off upon the public in 
the form of syrup as glucose, and this 
is quite as nutritions as other sugar. 
Moreover, this same person is astron^ 
advocate of the practice of ensilage^ 
of which he cannot say too much in 
regard to its value as increasing the 
digestibility and nutritive value of 
the fodder. There is no question that 
by this process the woolly fiber of the 
corn is changed into digestible food to 
such an extent aa to pay all the cost 
of putting the fodder into the silo, 
where it undergoes such a process of 
fermentation as tc convert some of 
the cellulose into nutritious fatty sub­ 
stances that increase the feeding value 
of the cornstalks. 
A very small ac­ 
quaintance with the elements of chem­ 
istry would have prevented such a 
mistake as this from being given to 
farmers who are thus misled by this 
class of teachers.

A huge spot, which can easily be 
seen without other aid than a smoked 
or deeply colored glass to protect the 
eye, is now visible on the sun. It is 
the largest sunspot that has made its 
appearance since 1883. It does not, 
at present, exhibit evidence of much 
activity, although it covers an enor­ 
mous expanse of the solar surface, 
and indicates, by its presence, the in­ 
creasing intensity of the forces which 
are now disturbing the blazing shell of 
the sun, and which will not attain 
their maximum for several years to 
come. A dispatch from Albany says: 
“The new sun-spot was carefully ob­ 
served here to-dav at the Dudley ob­ 
servatory by Assistant 
Professor 
Lochner. Tile spot, or rather group 
of spots, covers, according to his cal­ 
culations, a disturbed area of 140,000 
miles in length, and from 90,000 to 
100.000 miles in width. The princi­ 
pal spot has two nuclei, each of which 
lins a diameter of about 14,000 miles, 
while the penumbra around the prin­ 
cipal spot has an extreme width of 
65.000 miles.”—New York Sun. 


A N e w P r o q e s s fo r C o lo r in g S k in s , 
By a new process now being intro­ 
duced the coloring of sheepskins for 
rugs, etc., has been much simplified, 
while at the same time the appearance 
is said to be considerably improved 
beyond the ordinary article. Accord­ 
ing to this method the skins, after 
being tanned in the usual manner, are 
well watered and nailed flat on a 
boart! of corresponding size with flesh 
side downward. 
A bath or beck is made up with the 
colors required, and the board with 
skin allowed to float upon it, so that 
the wool hangs downward; the heck is 
thengradually heated up to the temper- 
ature necessary for dyeing, care being 
taken that no waves are produced— 
the point of consideration in this re­ 
spect being not to allow full boiling to 
be reached—and. after the dyeing is 
accomplished, the skin is rinsed on 
the board, then loosened and dried. 
If many skills are to be dried, large, 
shallow vats and casks are fitted pp, 
upon which may float the boards, the 
latter to he well dried to prevent 
warping.—New York Sun. 


P lo w in g D o w n C lo v e r . 
A writer in the Ohio Farmer has 
this to say about plowing down red 
clover as one of the cheapest and 
quickest methods of improving farm 
land: 
“ I very much doubt the cheapness 
of a good stand of clover plowed un­ 
der. liet us consider the matter. A 
good crop of clover will make It, tons 
of hay, first crop, which if cut and 
cured in proper shape and time, is 
worth no less than $10. Then we 
would 
have a second crop which 
would make two* bushels of seed, 
which at present quotations would 
bring about $9 more, making a total 
of $1.9 for the clover. Taking out $2 
per acre for each cutting, would leave 
$ 15 net per acre. 
We now have our hay in the barn, 
and we will first take out its feeding 
value and then return it to tile soil. 
One and one-half tons of clover rotted 
down will make a very light dress­ 
ing for one acre. 
I remember of q field of five acres of 
clover plowed down in June, in full 
blossom, and fifteen acres in the same 
field sown to oats. The clover field 
was harrowed to keep down weeds 
and the whole was sown to wheat in 
the fall. I kept close watch of the 
field to see the benefit of the clover, 
hut there was no perceptible difference 
to he seen. I think there was no dif­ 
ference in favor of the clover, and I 
never could see any benefit on tfiat 
piece of ground over the other in years 
afterward. Clover is king on clay soil. 
No intelligent fanner will deny that. 
But if a crop of clover is taken from 
t he land and the field plowed before 
the dover is all killed out, the poor­ 
est soils never tail to raise good crops. 
The dover roots penetrate and loosen 
the soil and the decaying roots the fob 
lowing season furnish nitrogen and 
leave the soil porous so that other 
crops cam send out roots. This is the 
secret of raising big crops. It is not 
that the soil is too poor, oftentimes, 
that crops fail, hut tile ground is so 
hard that roots cannot penetrate, 
hence small top growth. The tops of 
any plant always correspond with 
its 
roots. 
I 
have 
seen 
fair 
crops of oats plowed down and the 
ground sowed to wheat, where the 
oats would have brought more in 
dollars and cents than the wheat the 
following season. I have also seen 
heavy crops of sowed corn plowed 
down with no apparent results; in fact 
such crops seem to be a detriment to 
a wheat crop if the fall should he a 
dry one. The old Pennsylvania way 
of raising wheat was to plow down 
clover, hut when that is practiced you 
must remember that you take two 
seasons to get one crop, I have seen 
come crops of clover plowed down and 
noted results, aud have plowed fields 
with the clover taken off, and have 
not yet concluded that plowing in 
clover is any perceptible benefit. You 
will always find where clover is raised 
and fed out on the farm that such 
farms are gaining in fertility. Claver 
hay is lelished by all stock; it will 


“Wheii the sheep cannot have ac­ 
ce ss to the fence corners I mow them 
twice a year, and most forms of weeds 
disappear; those which do hoc are 
spudded or cut off as mentioned 
above. I bought 80 acres of weedy 
land adjoining me and in two years a 
weed could scarcely he found. The 
cheapest help a farmer can have is a 
flock of sheep. I carried on a largo 
farm; had frpm five to ten hands dur­ 
ing summer. 
I kept one roustabout 
man to watch the weeds and to do 
anything else requiring odd work. 
'I he worst weeds that we have to 
contend with arc pigeon-weed and rag­ 
weed. Sheep will kill raj-weed if pas­ 
tured when young and tenderon short 
range.” 


F e e d in g S to c k . 
Working and growing animals need 
more muscle and hone forming ma­ 
terials than those that are being 
finished for market and one of the 
advantages secured by a knowledge 
of the elements that the various ma­ 
terials generally used for food con­ 
tain is a much better ration for the 
purpose desired can he made up. 
During the winter it is usually best to 
feed a larger proportion of fat forming 
foods than in summer. Nearly or 
quite all fattening foods are heating, 
and as animal heat, to a more or less 
extent, must be maintained by the 
food supplied during the winter, a 
more 
fattening 
ration should he 
given than during the summer. 


“Does it ever occur to you to won­ 
der when you complain of the torture 
of shaving how men managed to keep 
their faces clean before the exquisitely 
tempered steel razors of to-day were 
invented?’- said a scientist to a Wash­ 
ington Star reporter. 
“ ^ ou have only to observe the an­ 
cient sculpt ares to see that shaving 
was practiced in the earliest times! 
I lie faces of the old Egyptians are 
represented in their statues and bas­ 
reliefs as clean shaved except for the 
heard on the chin. 
What sort of 
razors did they use? Nobody knows, 
hut somet bing is known about the 
ev oiution of the razor in a general 
way. 
“The first razor was a pair of clam 
or mussel shells, with which 
our 
savage ancestors pulled out the hairs 
on their heads by grasping them a s 
with pincers. In the course of time it 
was found out that by sharpening the 
edges of the shells they’could Aground 
against one another so as to saw off 
the hairs. Two keen-edged flakes of 
stone could be employed for the same 
purpose as Mexican Indians utilize 
bits of obsidian. 
“As a rule, the straight-haired and 
si ant-bearded races to-day, like the 
North American Indians, pluck out 
their beards. The Polynesians get rid 
of their superfluous hair with chloride 
of lime, which they manufacture by’ 
burning coal. 
“ W hen the bronze age arrived razors 
were made of that material, which 
has since been superseded by temper­ 
ed steel. ’I’he latest razors are iirp 
and electricity. Barbers of the most 
advanced school nowdays singe the 
hair instead of cutting it, and an 
electric needle is used to destroy hairs 
where they' ought not to grow by be­ 
ing thrust into the folliees, a slight 
current killing the roots.”
